Cereals Advance Rapidly at Berlin 
Causing Much Alarm. 


Caprivi and His Ministers Refuse All 
Measures of Relief, 


‘Famine Staring Russian Peasants 
in the Face—Austrian Farmers 
Happy-Grain Advances 
in This Country. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

BERLIN, Aug. 14.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The grain market 
here still shows an upward tendency. 
Today the price of rye for August de- 
livery advanced 8 marks and closed 
strong at 249 marks. September and 
October delivery advanced 4 marks 
closing at 232 marks 50 pfennige. Aut 
gust wheat advanced 38 marks and 
closed at 225 marks 50 pfennige; Sep- 
tember delivery closed at 225 marks 50 
pfennige. 

At a meeting of Silesian millers to- 
day it was decided to send a telegram 
to Chancellor von Caprivi begging him 
to abolish the corn duties, saying that 
otherwise the Russian ukase is likely 
to ruin the milling industry and throw 
thousands of hands out of work. 

Vossiche Zeitung demands a tempo- 
tary free entry for all provisions and 
tea, coffee, petroleum, and urges 
abolition of the prohibition on Ameri- 
can foods and reduction of freight 
rates. So far the Chancellor seems to 
be unmoved and the ministers support 
him. Itis rumored that the Russian 
railway administration refuses to give 
carriages for the transportation of corn 
to the German frontier, 

AUSTRIAN FARMERS REJOICE. 

VIENNA, Aug. 14.—The rise of 
prices of grain promises splendid re- 
turns to grain exporters, especially aa 
the Balkan harvests promise to be ex- 


cellent and svufficient for Austrian 
home consumption. 
RESULTS IN RUSSIA. 
St. PETERSBURG, Aug. 14.—An 


ukase has been issued directing rail- 
road officials throughout the country 
to give precedence over all other trains. 
passenger or freight, to trains convey- 
ing grain supplies to the distressed 
provinces. 

The ukase prohibiting the export of 
rye from Russia is still affecting prices 
of grain bere. -‘Loday rye advanced 
2 roubles and wheat 1 rouble. 

The press of this city approves the 
ukase prohibiting the exportation of 
rye. Reports fromthe provinces say 
that failure of winter sown cereals is 
almost complets. Prices of cattle are 
decreasing and the peasants are selling 
horses to procure food. The bourse is 
agitated and prices are declining. 
Speculators are busy freighting ships 
with cereals—even unloading other 
cargoes forthe purpose of taking ad- 
vantage of the ipterval before the 
ukase goes into operation. 

FRANCE NEEDS GRAIN. 

Paris, Aug. 14.—The Bulletin Des 
Halles today reports as the result of an 
investigation that the wheat crop of 
France will not exceed 85,000,000 
hectolitres. To meet the normui de- 
mand of the country it will be neces- 
sary to import 82,500,000 bushels of 
wheat. 


IN THIS COUNTRY. . 


A Big Boom in Rye and Other 
Cereals. 

_ New York, Aug. 14.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Trading todayin all 
small grains atthe Produce Exchange 
was attended by great excitément. 
The movements of prices were rapid 
and fluctuations wild and violent. In 
wheat a gain of 3 was made, the ada- 
vance being based on reports from 
Germany that the price of rye 
had risen above wheat. There 
was a sharp advance in rye on reports 
from Germauy of meetings of local 
boards to discuss the Russian ukase, 
and 136,000 bushels were sold at $1.04 
and $1.05. Itis believed that heavy 
shipments of wheat wi necessary 
to fill the demand caused #y the with- 
drawal ofthe supply of® Russian rye. 
Sales of wheat here today were over 
6,000,000 bushels. While wheat and 
rye were advancing, there was a sharp 
break in casb oats, which declined 5 to 
6 cents during the day. 

BALTIMORE, Aug. 14.—The Russian 
ukase prohibiting the exportation of 
rve caused the price to go up today on 
the Corn and Flour Exchange, the 
highest point reached being 95 cents a 
bushel. In one week the market has 
gone up l4cents. This rise, in con- 
nection with the corresponding one in 
wheat, has caused considerable activity 
on the exchange.

THE REMAINS OF POET LOWELL 
LAID TO REST. 


Brief Services inthe Chapel of Har- 
vard Colleg@-The Body In- 
terred near Longfel- 
low’s Grave, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Boston, Aug. 14.—|By the Assoéi- 
ated Press.] Simpie, but impressive 
funeral services over the remains of 
the late James Russell Lowell, were 
held in Appleton Chapel, Cambridge, 
at noon today. The chapel was 
crowded to overflowing, and many 
were unable to get in. Seldom has 
there been witnessed such a gathering 
of those distinguished in literary and 
other professions as gathered to pay 
the last tribute of love and respect to 
the deceased author, critic, poet and 
diplomat. There were no services at 
Elmwood, the pvet’s late home. 

Srortly after 2 .:’clock the funeral 
procession moved into the church. Mrs. 
Burnett, in deepest mourning, escorted 
by ber oldest son and the rest of her 
children, came next, followed by the 
nurses and servants. Bishop-elect 
Paillips Brooks aud Rev. William Law- 
rence, dean of the Episcopal Theolog- 
ical School at Cambridge, met the re- 
mains in the vestibule, Rev. Mr, 
Lawrence reading “I am the resur- 
rection and the life’’ as they proceeced 
with the casket down the church. Tho 
honorary pallbearers were Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, Christopher Cranch, 
John Holmes, Prof. Charies Eliott 
Norton, Pror. Child, C. F. Choate, 
George William Curtis, William Dean 
Howells, Prof. Jotn Bartlett and 
President C. W. Elfot of Harvard 
University. 

The coffin, which was borne by the 
undertaker’s assistants, had been cov- 
ered with black broadcloth, and bore a 
heavy silver piate on which was in- 
scribed: *“Died August 12, 1891, James 
Russell Lowell, aged 72 year, 5 
months.”? Tne floral tributes were 
very few in number and modest in 
character. Au ivy wreath, picked at 
Elmwood, rested at the head of 
the casket.

THOSE TAHITI TREES. 


A Plain Statement from Alvin 
R. Meserve. 


SOME OF THE INSIDE FACTS 


Heintz, Mitchell and That $500 De- 
_mand—Thoe Actual Condition of 
the Trees—What Has 
Been Done. 


On Tuesday last a temporary restraining 
order was issued by Judge Shaw, at the in- 
stance of G. J. Mitchell, secretary of the 
Board of Horticultural Commissioners, en- 
joining Alvin R. Meserve and his sons from 
removing certain orange trees, recently 
imported from Tahiti and now in quaran- 
tine at San Pedro, pending the decision of 
asuitto condemn the same as a public 
nuisance, it being alleged that they were 
infected with scale bug: 

The matter having been very generally 
commented upon, both by the San Francisvo 
and local press,a Times reporter calied 
upon Alvin K. Meserve, the senior member 
of the firm of Meserve & Sons of Pomona, 
on Wednesday last, and in an interview 
with that gentleman obtained the following 
statement of the affair: 

MR. MESERVE’S STATEMENT. 

The firm of Meserve & Sons first decided 
to send to Tahiti for or nge trees after the 
return of my son Elmo, in December of last 
year. My son had found out that he could 
uvbtain thrifty seedling orange trees and 
land them here at a price within the reach 
of every poor man, as well as every rich 
man, and we determined to try an experi- 
ment, and Dring over alot, Before doing 
so, however, my son published in the horti- 
cultural and agricultural papers of Southern 
Caiifornia a statement concerning the 
orange trees of the Tahita Islands, anda 
statement of what insects were to be found 
op the {siamds, naming all that bad been 
seen on these trees, except this so-called 
new variety of «spidiotis spoken of by the 
horticultural commissioners as the green 
scale. In this statement, which was pub- 
lished at my request and with my sanction, 
he stated that tue scale on the islands con- 
sisted of what is commonly known here as 
the **Fiorida”’ scale—viz., the purple scale— 
and its constant apie Seta the long scale, 
with a few of our ordinary soft brown scale 
found at different spots; that there was no 
scale on the island on the large trees, 
which appeared to ‘bave any  in- 
jurious effects whatever, this so-called 
green scaie appearing to be confined 
tothe young trees growing in the wild 
state, and none found on the cultivated or 
productive gr-unds, These trees were ex- 
pected in San Pedro, and should have ar- 
rived, May 20, this year; owing tothe aa- 
verse winds which met the vessel on its 
way, she was twenty-five days over-due, 
getting here on the l4ihof Juneof this 
year. Koowing that the trees were due, 
and having contracted to deliver trees abso- 
lutely free from all manner and kind of in- 
sect pest, and not desiring to do any work 
which might seem like endangering the 
orchard interests of Southern UCalifurnia, 
inyself, in company with my son, Edwin A. 
Meserve, called upon George J. Mitchell, 
the secretary of the Board of Horticultural 
Commissioners of Los Angele* county, on 
or about the 10th day of May, at 
which time we called his attention 
to the fact, and. notified -him of the 
expected arrival of the vessel upon which 
these trees were in transport, and notified 
him that he would find thereon the purple 
and long scale above mentioned, with, pos- 
sibly, some of the brown zcale, all of which 
are pretty well scattered already over 
Southern California, and all of which are 
pretty well-known to every orchardist and 
nurseryman in this part ofthe State. We 
also notified Mr. Mitchell that we proposed 
to disinfect the trees at San Pedro, with the 
hydrocy« nic acid gas treatment, requesting 
him to be present, together with such other 
members of the board as desired to be there, 
and to codperate with us in clearing the 
trees. At the same time, we asked Mr. 
Mitchell who of the three members of the 
board was the party in authority, to whom 
did we have to took, and he emphaticaliy 
replied, **l am, that I havé the sole control 
and charge of this whole matter.’’ 

Previous tv this time there had been a 
great number ot telegraphic reports pub- 
lished in the Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco papers about these trees by parties 
who knew absolutely nothing about them 
and who, from some motive or other, de- 
sired to cast a cloud on them, these reports 
stating that they would be found fairly 
alive with ali manner and kind of insect 
pest,and that Meserve & Sons were going 
to try and get the lot of trees scattered 
throughout the State by landing them at 
some port other than that to which they 
would naturally go. These reports were 
abs. lutely without foundation, and every 
one of them false in fact, 

At the time of the interview above men- 
tioned, with Mr. Mitchell, we asked who 
was the autherity forall these statements; 
he stated to us, at the time, that it was dune 
by Alexander Craw of the State Horticult- 
ural Commission, then in San Francisco, 
who was desiring to get political capital at 
the expense of anybody, that be, Mr. 
Mitchell, was not responsible for a single 
ove of these statements. 

About three or four days before this inter- 
view with Mr. Mitchell, C. M. Heintz, pro- 
prietor of the Kural Californian, calied 
upon my son, Kdwin A. Meserve, and stated 
to him that Mr. Mitchell bad demanded 
that €500 be put up in his, Heintz’s, hands 
in advance, as security for thfe «xpenses of 
the commission in inspecting and disinfect- 
ing the trees, and thatif this were done we 
weuld have bo trouble whatever in landing 
the trees and getting them througb, but 
thatthe commission, headed by Mr. Craw 
and Mr. Lelong of the State board, were 
determined to destroy the trees, and unless 
we took this precaution our trees would be 
burned immedixtely upon being landed. 
As we could not see why we shouid put up 
#5v0 ip Mr. Hieintz’s hands to pay Mr. 
Mitehell fur doing that which we knew we 
could do ourselves ior less than &30, we re- 
fused, point blenk, to place any money 
whatever in Mr, Heintz’s hands. 

Mr, Heintz, .t the time of this interview, 
made the statement that this €500 was to be 
used forthe expense of gassing, hotel ex- 
penses aid liberal dinners to the Horticul- 
tural Commissioners. Since this time and 
since the arrival of the trees, Mr, Heintz 
made the statemeut, in a meeting of the 
Horticultural! Comuissioners of Les An- 
geies couty, that, at the time he wade this 
demand for $500, he made it with the iuten- 
tion of getting ihe Meserves to put up a 
bribe, with the object in view, as he ex- 
pressed it, of “getting them in a hole” but 
that he was defeated in his object by reason 
of the fact tua.acertain tesegram, which 
he had sent to Mr. Mitchell through 
the office at North Pomona, bad been re- 
vealeu to us, the Meserves, by the operator 
there, Whom he (tieiniz) staved was a rela- 
tive of ours, a fact unknown to us before, 
aud which we have been unable to verify 
since. We bever have seen any telegram 
whatever, or any lettere, or any correspond- 
ence of any kind or character, which may 
have passed between Mr. Heintz and Mr. 
Mitcheil; and not untit Mr. Heintz made 
this st.tement before the Horticultural 
Commission at the meeting of which 1 have 
spokch. Were We Ccentlirmed in our previous 
opiuion that Mr. Heintz intended this 8500 
as a bribe instead of as an excessive pay for 
expenses, 

The Lena Sweesey, the vessel which 
broughtover these trees, arrived off San 
Pedro Sunday, June 14, we receiving word 
of her arriveion the worning of Monday, 
June 15, immediately notifying Mr. Mitcheii 
of the fact. ‘lhe uext day, ip compan 
with my sone, E. A. Meserve and H, " 
Meserve and Mr. Mitchell, we wentto San 
Pedro and iuspected the trees. At this 
time, While at San Pedro, or perhaps the 
sec: nd day after, wuen we were also all 
there with Mr. Mitchell, Mr. Mitchell made 
the statement to us that he had a telegram 
in his pocket from a responsible party agree- 
ing to hold him (Mitchell) barmiess trom 
ali damages he might sustain if he wouid 
Kill this shipioad of trees in gassing. ‘The 
statement was made by Mr. Mitchell in 
connection with the staiement by him of 
the great responsibility then resting on his 
shoulders, etuid Mr.. Mitchell that we 
proposed to gas the trees ourselves ~had 
employed Mr. Collins of Ontario, a member 
ofthe San Bernardino County Hortcul- 
tural Comission, to gas we trees, and re- 

ested Mr. Mitchell to assist bim (Mr. Cuol- 
lins) and to be there and inspect the work, 
which he agreed to, 


The trees, after being unloaded, were 
“heeled in” and were gassed by Mr. Collins 
in the presence of a member of the Horti- 
cultural Commission. Through the mistake 
or ignorance of a druggist in Untario, 
through whom Mr. Collins ordered the 
cyanide of potash, Mr. Collins received at 
San Pedroa brand of cyanide known as 
absolutely worthless for fumigating pur- 
poses, ‘This cyanide w:s ordered by the 
Ontario druggist from the weil-kuown firm 
of F, W. Braun & Co, of Los Angeles, After 
the trees had been gassed it was noticed 
that none of the young growth had been at 
all effected. An inspection of the trees, 
made soon after, reveaied live purple and 
live green seale; immediately upon this dis- 
covery, we ourselves regussed the trees, 
geiting our cyanide trom Braun & Co,, and 
vrdering the same kind which had been 
sent duwn before to Mr, Collins, not know- 
ing ot the mistake. The gassing this 
time was about as successful as the 
first one. This was repeated three 
times; but, notwithstanding this fact, 
and potwithstanding the fact that 
the gassing which bad already been given 
the trees was practically wortuless, the cou.- 
mission of four men was obliged to work 
severai hours beture they were enabled to 
find any live scale bug, finding more of the 
purple scale alive, which is kuown to be 
the easiest scale killed of any which has 
ever been brought to California, Upon 
cdiscovering thatthe scale had not been 
kiiled, and thatthe gassing had been im- 
perfect, we started out to Gnd the cause. 
An interview with F, W. Braun, of the firm 
of F.W. Braun & Co., who kindly interested 
himseif in trying to determine what was 


the troubie, soon brought to light that, in- | fected, 


stead of Power & Whiteman’s 60 per cent. 
brand of cyanide being used, another 
brand of less strongth, and known to scivu- 
tisis as absolutely wurthiess for fumigating 
purposes, had been sentdown, the mistake 
aud responsibility, therefore, resting on the 
shoulders of the Untario druggust through 
whom Mr. Collins ordered the first time. 
U pon discovering our mistake, we bad some 
otf Power & Whiteman’s brand immvdi- 
ately sent te San Pedro; the trees were re- 
gassed with thiscyanide, with the result 
that, for the first time, the young growth on 
the trees Swas burned. The Horticultural 
Commissioners were notified of this re- 
gassing—were notified of the reason of the 
former failures~and they all concurred in 
the statement that Power & Whiteman’s 
brand was the only brand of cyanide kuown 
which was fit for fumigating purposes, and 
all expressed the belief that we probably 
had nuw remedied the evil. 

This gassing touk place two weeks ago 
last Saturday night. Monday the Board ot 
Horticultural Commissioners, other tan 
George J. Mitchell, went to San Pedro for 
the purpose of trying to determine whether 
this last gassing bad been effectual, At 
4:30 o’clock Monday evening they reported 
that they had been unable to find any live 
scale or eggs, The next morning by 11 
o'clock, upun the affidavit of Geo. W. Mitch- 
ell, and without.any notice whateser to us of 
any kind or character, a suit was brought 
in the Superior Court of this county to con- 
demn our trees on the ground that they were 
infested with the scale mentiuned, of which 
suit notice has already been made in your 
paper. Since then we learned from the 
Horticuitural Commission that they found 
three of these su-called green scale, which, 
under a powerful microscope, were seen to 
move their antennzw. ‘These three bugs, as 
we understand it, are the only three scale- 
bugs that this whole board of commissioners 
were able to find alive after two days’ dili- 
gent search with powerful microscopes. Wo 
also understand that these same three sc .le- 
bugs had already commencéd to discolor, a 
sure sign, according to tke best authorities, 
that they bad received poison and were 
already dying. ‘The commissioners also 
found two or turee borers, so called. ‘hese 
borers are evidentiy something which 
has got on the trees since their ar- 


rival at San Pedro, as evidenced by the fact’ 


they can find no sign of any old work bav- 
ing been done, ‘This borer is undoubtedly 
some ordinary wood borer, which is harm- 
less and wili do nobody any injury. But, 
however this may be, they bave found, as 
we understand it, four or five trees in 
which this borer was at work. Notwith- 
standing the fact that the commissioners 
knew that the trees bh d had in reality, but 
one gassing, and notwithstanding the fact 
that they could find after two days’ work of 
four men, but three live scale, and they 
already started on their last journey, a 
suit was brought to condemn these trees 
without one word of notice or a singie 
warning to us of any kind or character, and 
while we were yet believing that they had 
found no live scale whatever. 

This new aspidiotis, or so-called green 
scale, is something which the commission- 
ers have been unable to properly classify, 
and which they bave been unable to posi- 
tively state would do serious damage. 
However this may be, we wish to state 
right at this point that we never have 
intended, and never do intend,.to take any 
chauces upd introducing any new scale-bug 
into Southern California. We have our- 


selves too large interests in orchards and in | 


nurseries to take any chances on the profits 
of one shipload of trees. But though this 
is true, we cannot see why we should be 
made such a speeial mark, and why 80 much 
should be said and dene, when Florida me 
are continually bringing into California 
scale-bugs known to be dangerous, and 
knuwn to be the worst of all destructive 
pests. We do not hesitate in stating that, 
since the first day of January of this year 
there has been janded in Southern Calitor- 
pia from Florida fuur times the number of 
trees which we now bave at San Pedro, and 
which were covered with every scale now 
found, or ever found, on our trees, except 
the green scale, apd which, in addition, 
bad ou them the terrible red scale and the 
terrible long scale, but were, nevertheless, 
after one gassing, permitted to be scattered 
from one end of Southern California to the 
other, The newspapers have published ali 
manner and kinds of statements, ‘They 
have published the statement of Prof, Le- 
long that we had on these trees fifty new 
kinds of scale bug; that they were literally 
alive with Insects, qa statement which 
either Mr. Lelong did not make, or which 
he knew was faise when he madeit. The 
commissioners claim tohave found alto- 
gether eight bugs on these trees, the eicht, 
to use the ordinary language of the every- 
day burserymen, being the small purpié 
scale, its companion, the long scale, the soft 
brown scale, the ordinsury black scale, the 
mealy bug, and this so-c iled green scale, 
«nd a very small black scale, It is not nec- 
essary for us to attempt to describe what 
the purple and jong scale are; itis a well- 
kaown fact that they die immediately upon 
being planted in our interior valleys; nor is 
it necessary for me to describe the black 
‘scale or the brown ecale. ‘The little 
biack .scele mentioned by the commis- 
sioners is something we have yet beeu un- 
able to find. We understand, from the 
commissioners themselves, that only one of 
this so-called new black scale has been 
found on the whole sbipment of over 3000 
trees, and that that was only seen by Mr. 
Craw, and none of the other members of the 
commission have yet been able to find it; this 
poor, love bug undoubtedly got away from 
hotie, and died of ioneliness, We also un- 
derstaud that none of the soft brown scale 
have evidenced themselves to anybody, 
in any here A shape or manner, since tie 
first inspection of the trees. ‘The commis- 
sioners, in their complaint, make the state- 
ment that this green scale bug penetrates 
the bark of the tree, gets under the bark 
and in that way escapes the effectof the 
gassing. We unhesitatingly state that this 
statement made by the commissioners is 
emphatically nothing but the sheerest guess 
work. Neither they, nor anybody else has 
ever founda single one of these bugs un- 
der the bark, either in whole orin part; 
neither bave they been able to finda single 
young one nor a single ecg under the bark; 
the whole matter being a part of the 
wild and unfounded guessing which 
has been continually going on cuncerning 
these trees, 

Prof. Coquillett, the resident entymolo- 
gist for the Government of the United 
States, and the oniy really competent per- 
sov who has ex. mined these trees since 
their arrival at San Pedra, states that he 
has been unable to find .ny of the so-called 
new biack scale, and he is very undecided 
as to whether this new green scaie is a 
dangervus scale or not, and says that he 
knows nothing about it, other than that 
which he can determine from the evidences 
on the tree itself; but, from the fact that 
the old trees‘of the Tahiti Islands, those 
now in bearing, bear no evidences of any 
kind or character of d«mage from this bug, 
we fee! itto bea perfectly barm- 
less one; Lut whether 60 or not, we propose 
that every one of them shall be dead before 
a single tree goes into any locality where 
they raisesanything Other than redwood 
or ship-masts. | 

6 have ourselves been unable to 
understand why the newspapers of San 
Francisco should be continually telling the 
unfounded lies that they have been teiling 
about these trees, the latest and worst ap- 


pearing in the San Francisco Examiner of 
Tuesday morning, (copied, in part, by the 
Express of this city last evening.’ 

@ also have been unable to understand 
why so much has been said about these 
trees and sboutthe 250 boxes of oranges 
brought over with them, while vot one single 
‘word has been said about the two cargoes 
of oranges landed in San Francisco from 
the very samé district, since the unloading 
of our vessel at San Pedro. , 

We know, as a fact, that the Horticultural 
Commissioners knew of the expected arrival 
of these oranges, and yet ae | allowed 
these two shipioads, consisting of seventy- 
five or eighty thousand boxes to be scat 
tered all over the State, with ut one word 
being said. without oné orange being disin- 
fected, and without let or hindrance, while 
our 250 boxes of the same kind with ex ctly 
the same kind of seale bug on, from the 
same orchard, have been advertised from 
one end of the county to the other, and 
been exhibited in the Chamber of Commerce 
in San Francisco as the worst sample of 
scale-infected fruit ever landed in Southern 
Californi:, We leave it to the readers of 
your paper to answer the question; we ma 
have formed ours. but, having no proof, 
cannot publish it, These two cargoes of fruit 
were landed in San Francisoo at the time 
when the State board was ail up in arms 
at the arrival of our trees and fruit, and we 
were informed by a party in authority that 
they had ninepector watching for these 
two vessels, one of them being the Tropic 
Bird, and that they were intending to keep 
x constant lookout to see that we broucht 
no trees and no fruit through the port of 
San Francisco until they bad been disin- 

and everything alive on them 
kitled. Gur 250 boxes of oranges were 
quarantined, were disinfected, were shipped 
w Los Angeles, were taken possession of 
by the local inspector and held until the 
alldecayed. Whether this was done to ad- 
vertise our trees, or in honest performance 
of duty, we bave been unable to. determine. 

, We also have been ata loss to know why 
it is that Florida importers are constantly 
allowed to bring in trees from districts in 
Florida full of red scale, and to seatter 
them over Southern California, with but 
one gassing, and gassings, too, that we 
know from actual experience do not even 
kill the purple scale, for it is a well-known 
fact among all parties who purchased 
and planted Flerida trees that most of the 
gassings that they have been given have 
been very slack, and more a matter of form 
than anything else; almost every planter 
having subsequently found live purple and 
long scales ou his trees, after their being 
planted, the scaie, however, always dying 
after one good hot day. 

Why Mr. Leiong of Sen Francisco should 
be constantly getting himself in the papers, 
and why he should be constantly making 
these wild, untruthful and unfounded state- 
ments we are «ta ilossto determine, Mr, 
Lelong saw these trees at San Pedro but 
once, Hespent about twenty minutes one day 
casually looking at the trees and then going 
away and never returning. The balance of 
his day atSan Pedro he spent in the enjoy- 
ment of sea-bathing and fishing, and yet 
thattwenty minutes casual giace was sufli- 
cient to cause him the utmost alarm for the 
safety ot the orange-groves of Southern 
California, and to cause him to make the 
statement, if we are to believe the papers of 
San Francisco, that there were fifty new 
kinds of scale on these trees, when, as a 
fact, as I have already stated, there was but 
one, the mealy bug, which 1 spoke of, 
which as all nurserymen know, comes on 
any plant confined in a hot-house, immedi- 
ately to disappear upon exposure to the 
outside air and sun, 

We have often wondered whether or net 
we would not have made mre money had 
we paid Mr. Mitcheil through Mr. Heintz, 
the demanded $500 for gassing the trees in- 
stead of trying to do it ourselves for $30, 
‘These trees have been examined, inspected 
and watched ata tremendous and almost 
entirely aseless expense to the county, as 
no trees were ever inspected before; to all 
end up in a suit to condemn because three 
dying trees were found in 300,000 trees. 
We arethanktul however, that the trees 
have been subjected to this rigorous exami- 
nation, because otherwise we might have 
received certificates of cleanliness which 
would have been issued without proper ex- 
amination and which would have resulted 
in our receiving the just condemnation of 
the fruit growing community for having 
introduced new insect pests into Southern 
California, aresponsibility we woutd not 
have on our shoulders for four times what 
this delay and these unfounded reports 
have cost us. 2 

We wish, bowever, to state that we 
propose to continue to bring into South- 
ern California ‘Tahiti seedlings orange 
trees, and intend to bring inthis winter 
enough to supply the entire demand of 
Southern California, at a price within the 
reach of every poor man. ‘These trees are 
the thriftiest, bardiest and the very best for 
budding of any ever used in California; in 
fact, the trees grown here from Tahiti seeds 
planted here, are much finer than our ordi- 
home-grown trees. 

This is a pretty long statement, but every- 
thing herein is absolutely true, as you your- 
self can easily verify. Asto the result of 
the suit already brought, outside of the de- 
lay, we are not giving ourselvesany un- 
easiness,

THE SEVENTH REGIMENT WILL 
GO INTO CAMP TODAY. 


For the Next Ten Days the Boys 


will be “Sure-enough” Sole 
diers—The Daily Routine 
—Regulations. 


Today the Seventh Regiment, N. G.C., 
will go into camp at Santa Monica, where 
they will remain forten days. The detail 
of four men from each company, which 
went- down Wednesday, bave been hard at 
work, and when their comrades arrive this 
morning they will find the tents pitched 
and everything in readiness at the camp. 

At 9:30 o’clock this morning Cos. A, B, 
C, F and G of the Seventh Regiment. with 
the drum and bugle corps. and the band of 
the Ninth Regiment, aud with the brigade 
and regimental staff of the Seventh Kegi- 
ment, will leave the Southern Pacific depot 
for the scene of the encampment. 

At 1:17 p.m. Cos. A, B, C and E of the 
Ninth Regiment leave the depot, and at 
2:45 p.m. Co. D of the Seventh Kegiment 
leaves. 

When the full contingent arrives there 


will be something over 500 men on the 
ground. 

‘The camp will be conducted under strict 
military rule, and while ample time wiil be 
given for recreation, there will be a good 
dea: of hard work also, 

There will be no decorations allowed 
upon the tents, and while visitors may be 
admitted within the lites during certain 
hours of the day, all must be without bya 
certain bour at night. No ladies are allowed 
in the camp at night, though the familles of 
many of the men have gone to Santa Mon- 
ica to remain there during the encampment, 
so they may be near their relatives. 

The men are suldiers in every sense for 
ten days. Guard is mounted all the time, 
and no one cav pass outside lines without 
permission. No liquor is allowed in camp 
and any one caught drunk will be placed 
in the guardhouse to sober up, after which 
he will be put on police duty, ‘Police 
duty,” however, in military parlance is dif- 
ferent from the same phrase uttered by 
civil tongues. * Instead.of standing around 
inan august fashion looking at men and 
things, or taking some one .in custody for 
alleged offense, it consists of rustling 
around the tents and elsewhere with broom 
and shovel putting things in shape, It 
character of duty that is pot much craved, 

‘Themen are paid while in camp on an. 
average of $1.25 perday. ‘lhe Legislature 
appropriates $400 for each company of 
thirty--wo men; outof this they must pay 
their own expenses, all except transporta- 
tion. The money about pays the running 
expenses of each company; but the men 
spend much of their privite money for ex- 
tras. ‘Ihe cost of the tent, even, comes out 
of the $400. 


Each company has acook and two waiters, — 


and the food is as good as that furnished by 
the average first-class hotel. 

‘Tbe men turn out at 50’clock in the morn- 
ing at reveille,and ten minutes after they 
answer to ie in jine. Breakfast is 
served at 5:45, to which thirty minutes is 
devoted, ‘he morning is then given up to 
drills. In the afternoon there is dress 
purade,

The Examination of Justice 
Morris: Continued. 


HE DID NOT SHOOT RONY CRANE 


Two Young Ladies Swear That Mor-~ 
ris was Talking to Them when 
They Heard the | 
Shot. 


The preliminary examination into the 
charge against Justice N. A. Morris of Lan- 
caster, accused of having assaulted “Rony” 
Crane with intent to commit murder, by 
shooting athim witha shotgun through a 
window of Gentry’s saloon, on the night of 
July 14 last, was resumed before Justice 
Stanton yesterday, 

Several witnesses were called by the de- 
fense to prove that Crane bore a bad repu- 
tation; and that Morris wore a dark suit of 
clothes on the night of the shooting. 

Miss Gussie Gentry, a bright youn —%° 
who looked somewhat older than Ber 4 
years, was then called, and testified to the 
effect that she lived with her parents close 
to the rear of Gilmore’s hotel at Lancaster, 
and had known Newton Morris over two 
a On the nightof July 14 she and 

er sister, Emma, were talking to Morris at 
the rear gate of their yard, when they heard 
the shots. Hehad then been with them 
for almost five minutes. Morris said, ‘A 
wonder what that shuoting is for,” and hur- 
ried off, not even saying good night, to find 
out the cause. It wasa bright, moonlight 
night, and they had been expecting Morris 
and a friend to come over and play cards, 
80 that they were out in the back yard when 
he came. He apologized for his friend, and 
promised to bring him over some other 
evening. The witness was closely cross- 
examined as to the most minute details, but 
was not shaken in the slightest degree. 

Miss Emma Gentry, the seventeen-year- 
old sister of the preceding witness, fully 
corrobu rated her in every particular, and at 
the close ofher testimony an adjournment 
was taken until morning, when the 
case will, in all probability, be dismissed, 
unless the prosecution can controyert this 
evidence, which ciearly proves the alibi set 
up by the defense.

ILLOGICAL WORKINGMEN, 


Some workingmen have queer ideas 
of what is best forthem. The Govern- 
ment maintains in Nebraska certain 
schools for Indians. Recently, there 
being ademand for labor in the beet 
fields near one of the schools, a number 
of the young Indians hired out to the 
farmers. Thereupon alotoft laboring 
men held an indignation meeting at 
which they roundly denounced the em- 
ployment of the Indians and petitioned 
the department to keep them at the 
agency idle. The cflicial in charge of 
the schools was disposed to accede to 
their request, but the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs took quite a different 
view of the matter. ‘bese Nebraska 
workingmen would be wiliing to 
scratch gravel all tbeir lives in order 
to earn money, pay taxes and support 
the Indians in elegant leisure, but 
when the Indians set out to earn their 
own living, there is an angry protest. 

An industrial paper which discusses 
the illogical position, says: 


A man who has intelligence enough to be 
a fairly good workman in any industry is 
intelligent enough to understand that every 
idle maw inthe country is a man whom 
workingmen help to support. An idler has 
a digesiive apparatus which Ras to be kept 
busy; he must be supplied with clothing, 
Shelter and warmth, «and somebody must 
pay for these things. The persuns who do 
pay for the wealth thus consumed are the 
men who produce wealth, namely, the 
workingmen, ‘lhe greater the number ot 
idlers. the Jarger must be the amount de- 
cucted from the earnings of those who toil. 
For many ye rs the Government of the 
United States has made a practice of maip- 
taining in absolute idleness somewhere 
between 100,000 and 200,000 Indians. ‘These 
have been.a dead load upon the taxpayers 
of the country. Every dollar spent upon 
them represented the effort of some toiler 
made without a particle of advantage to 

m. 


The sooner the Indian can be made 
to work and earn his own bread and 
meat, the better it will be for the coun- 
try and for every laborivg man in it. 


THE BAITLE NOT YET WON, 


J. DE BARTH SHORB gave the follow- 
ing caustic etme to the Examiner’s 
Chicago correspondent last Wednes- 
day: 
Director-General Davis has, against the 
strong y-urged protests of all the leading 
business and representative men here, who 
have espoused the cause of California and 
desired for our State the position she asked 
for, appointed S.muels, acommission mer- 
chant, to that position.

Samuels bas not been’confirmed by the 
Executive Committee of the Chicago 
local board, and it is understood that 
the members are almost unanimously 
in favor of Mr. Shorb. The two con- 
firming bodies are composed of an 
equal number of members of the Na- 
tional Commission and of the local 
board, Unless the latter approves the 
appointment of Mr. Samuels, his name 
is Mud. 


OCEAN CARRYING TO THE RESCUE. 


The canned goods men of San Fra‘- 
cisco are making a desperate effort to 
break away from the transcontinental 
railways in the shipment of their 
freight. The present rate in their 
class of merchandise is $1.10 per bhun- 
dred, which is regarded so high as to 
preciude profits on a close market. 
An appeal to.the railroad compauies 
tor a reduction was fruitless, because 
the eastern lines would not pro-rate on 
a less basis. Consequently the canned 
goods shippers are preparing to take 
advantage of the new Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Steamship Line, which will carry 
the goods to New York by way of Ma- 
gellan Straits, and by which, it is 
hoped, a 65-cent rate may be obtained. 

This is but a foretaste of the good 
times coming tu the shippers of the 
Pacific Coast, if the Nicaraguan Canal 
shall be opened to ocean ships one of 
these fine days. There willbe a new 
king arisen then, who will know not 
Joseph, our present railroad **magnet.”’ 


KENTUCKY. 


Itis very clear how badly bruised 
the Democratic machine in Kentucky 
bas been. Usually the Courier-Jour- 
nal tabulates the votes from various 
counties, but up to the 8th nothing of 
the kind appeared. The State for 
twenty years has been giving enormous 
Democratic majorities—sometimes 50,- 
000.or 60,000. This year there is no 
majority at all; only a plurality, and 
the Democratic nominee may fall 
short 10,000 of having a majority. 
Even the county of Henderson, the 
residence of the Governor-elect, has 
gone Republican for his opponent— 
usually 1000 or 1200 Democratic.

A TRAiNING SHIP, 


The San Francisco Chamber of Com- 
merce is moving in the matter of 
establishing on this-Coast a training 
ship, after the style of the English 
ship Conway, which bas been g0 suc- 
cessfulin turning out apprentices for 
the naval service. It is not proposed 
to make the new enterprise a pena! 
ship by any means, but a well-regu- 
lated and well-disciplined school afloat, 
to which lads may be sent the same as 
to apy academy on the payment of a 
certain fee for tuition and main- 
tenance. The youngsters’ will 
be instructed in common En- 
giish branches, and will be given train- 
ing in working a sbip, firing guns, 
target practice, drill, etc.—in short 
will be given a good start to fit them 
for officers on board ship after-a few 
years of practical apprenticeship. It 
is proposed to apply tothe Navy De- 
partment for the use of a suitable ves- 
sel, which, if granted, will be anchored 
in San Francisco Bay. 

The project is a woithy one and will 
open another avenue of honorable em- 
ployment for Pacific Coast boys. If 
the United States proposes to have a 
mercantile navy, it is high time she 
sbould cast about for competent navi- 
gators to man it. 


During the week ending July 27 last, 
4784 live cattle were shipped from New 
York, 2268 from Boston, and 1475 from 
other points in the United States, and 
in the week ending July 25, 5334 
cattle and 54386 sheep were sent from 
Canadian ports. When we add those 
figures together and multiply them 
by fifty-two, we get an idea of 
the extent of the trade, and the im- 
portance of British gold to the Ameri- 
can cattle-grower, and the necessity of 
American-grown meat to the British 
workingmen, and even to the British 
lords. And even that gives an insufii- 
cient idea. The total shipments the 
week before were 18.329 cattle, with 
18,622 quarters of dressed beef and 
2894 sheep, and that was more nearly 
an average trade. In the month of

WHAT OF ’92? 


An Anti-Harrison Republican 
Speaks Out. + 


A STRONG STAND FOR BLAINE, 


With Kindly Mention of Other Can- 
didates, Except the President— 
Concerning Alicged Bar- 
gainsand so Forth. 


Los ANGELES, July 29.—(To the 
Editor of ‘Tux ‘Timxs.| ‘The article re- 
produced by Tue ‘Ties from the 
Washington Star of July 21, which is 
believed to have been inspired by Mr. 
Blaine, is attracting attention through- 
outthecountry. The basis of this 
article is that Mr, Biaine is out of the 
Presidential race of 1892, and has 
made « bargain with Mr. Marrison by 
virtue of which, in return for Mr. 
Blaine’s getting out of the President’s 
way, a8 a candidate, Mr. Harrison is to 
continue Mr, Blaine at the head of the 
State Department, with full swing and 
uninterrupted sway. 

This may or may not be true, but as 
what has “happened once may bappen 
again,’ the subject deserves considera- 
tion and discussion, it this bargain 
has been made for a second time, it 
will be weli for the American people 
to know it; they have some rights left 
them yet, or should have, and the Re- 
publican part of those who by a vast 
majority desired James (:. Blaine for 
President in 1888, and no other man, 
who sent delegates to the National 
Convention for him, do not wish to be 
traded off again for a dead weight. 

It is well known that Mr. Harrison 
is not wanted by the mass of Republi- 
cans next year for their standard-. 
bearer; they did not waut him in 1888, 
but swallowed their disappointment in 
not securiug their. mav, Mr. Blaine;

A LONG FALL, 


A Colorado Miner Breaks the Record 
and Lives. 
SILVERTON (Colo.,) Aug. 10,.—j|Cor- 
respondence.| An accident occurred 
on the Sultan Mountain the other day 
which is thought to be the most re- 
markable in the mining history of the 
State. John Bowman, working in the 
upper sbaft at the Newman mine, had 
an experience which was almost sufli- 
cient to turn bis hair gray. Bowman 
was wheeling dirt from the workings 


and dumping at the mouth of the shaft. 
The dump is 700 feet from the bottom 
of the guich,and the dirt has been 


thrown down it so long that 
there is perfectly smooth 
incline from the mouth of the 


shaft which reaches up from the gulch 
atan angie of seventy-five degrees. 
By some miscbance Bowman slipped 
at the mouth of the shaft and fell over 
the dump. In falling he grasped the 
loaded barrow and tried to save him- 
self but bis weight was too great and 
it went with him. The man and bar- 
row then hada race for the bottom 
with the man sometimes on top and 
then the barrow uppermust, rolling 
and tumbling down tha long slide. At 
the bottom of the dump the man and 
barrow lay in a beap and gave no sign 
of life to those who witnessed the fall 
from town. 

Several citizens saw the accident and 
started at once for the spot. which is 
halfamile from town. When they 
got to the dump they were surprised to 


‘| see Bowman wheeling his barrow up 


the trail leading toward the shaft. He 
had made the long fall, and excepta 
few bruises and skinned places was 
totally unhurt. He did not even com- 
plain of soreness, and the only time 
that was lost was while he was going 
to the bottom of the dump and back 
up thetrail. Bowman says that he 
lost consciousness when he started 
down, and the only thing he knows 
about the whole business was feeling 
the cold water of the creek in his face 
when he lay in the bottom ofthe gulch. 


A NOTED LADY DEAD. 


PASSES AWAY. 


She Had Lived in Seclusion for Many 
Years—How Her Pension 
was Obtained from 
Congress. 


By Telerraph to The Times. 

NASHVILLE (Tenn.,) Aug. 14.—Sur- 
rounded by afew loving friends and 
relatives, Mrs. James K. Polk, wife of 
the tenth President of the United 
States, died at 7:30 this mornings She 
had full possession of her mental 
faculties. She had been in perfect 
health until Wednesday, when she was 
taken with her fatal illness. 2 

Mrs. Polk was born September 4, 
1803, at Murfreesboro. She married 
Mr. Polk when still in her teens and 
iived continuously in Nashville except 
when in Wasbington during the Con- 
gressional career of ber distinguished 
husband and while she was mistress of 
the White House. For the past fifty 
years she has lived in seclusion, Pres 
ident Polk left a very large estate at 
the time of bis death, but in the civil 
war pearly everything was destroved 
or lost, Mrs. Polk’s income dwindling 
down until half dozen year- ago when 
she found herself well nigh penniless. 
When the bill was imtroduced in Con- 
gress to grapt the widow of President 
Lincoln a pension of $500a vear, it 
lacked one vote in the Senate to secure 
passage. That was the vote of Sena- 
tor Jackson of Tennessee. He offered 
to vote ior the bill providing it were so 
amended as to give annual pensions of 
$500 to Mrs. Polk and the widow of 
President Tyler, as wollas Mrs, Lin- 
coln, and the bill becamea law. Since 
that time Mrs. Polk haslived on the 
pension. 

One of the physicians who was con- 
stantly at Mrs. Polk’s bedside from 
the time she became ill, when called 
upon this morning by a_ reporter, 
spoke in an affecting manner of the 
death-bed scene. He said he had 
never known a grander character than 
that of Mrs. Polk. A large number of 
telegrams of condolence were received 
from prominent people in all parts of 
the country, and the flags on the State 
Capitol were placed at half mast. The 
funeral will occur on Sunday morning.

Hives and Bees. 
[American Cultivator. | 
When a swarm issues watch and 
see where they cluster aud hive them 
as soon as they are settled. The nicest 
way in the world to hive a swarm is, 
when they are clustered on a limb, to 
cut itoffand carry it to a hive. It 
should be laid down gently in front of 
the fiy entrance and a few bees shaken 
off and directed to it. If they were ail 
shaken off violently they might again 
take wiog and either claster again or 
emigrate. A little smoke should al- 
ways be at band to drive them in with; 
they can be driven in with it as nicely 
as a shepherd’s dog ‘drives the sheep 
into an inclosure. If I am not too busy 
Ido rot leave the swarm until they 
are aliin. It seems strange that bees 
which have just left a hive should not 
enter readily one just like it, but it is 
true. A friend ol mine put a swarm 
in front of a hive and went into the 
house to mix her bread, and when she 
returned it was gone. Sometimes I 
-bave drivenin a swarm with smoke 
and in a little while they would come 
out and cluster on the outside. When 
this occurs I know that the queen 
never entered the hive, but was hidden 
under it or the alighting board. In 
hiving a swarm, if I see the queen 
enter it, I watch no longer, for 1 know 


,| the rest will soon follow. 


A farmer bought a patent hive, and 
a neighbor coming in who bad kept 
bees all his life, asked him how he was 
to getthe bees in. The old bee-keeper 
who bad always kept beesin the old 
gum or box hive, and when they 
swarmed cut off the limb and set the 
hive over it, said: *‘You will bave to 
cut a holein the bottom to put them 
in.” There was plenty of room at the 
fly entrance to run them in, but he had 
never seen it done and could not think 
of any way but cuttinga hole. My 
bees ciuster on fruit trees and [ do not 
want to cutoff the limbs,soI shake 
them into a dish pan, cover them with 
an apron and pour them down in front 
of the hive. When bees are clustered 
high I bave a wire basket attached to 
a long, light pele which I push up un- 
der the cluster and jarthem into it. 
If Iget the queen the first jar, as I 
sometimes do, as she is usually on the 
outside of the cluster, the rest will 
soon follow. 


Do Not Want Rain, 
{[California.1 

The uninitiated often think our long, 
dry summers adetriment. It is the 
greatest advantage our farmers of all 
kinds enjoy. In Nebraska this year 
the continually recurring rains have 
caused such a growth of tops.to the 
beets, and of sv great asuccession of 
weeds that the farmers had to keep at 
work like slaves mowing the tops and 
trying to keep down the weeds. At 
Chino the beet grower puts in his crop, 
and by the end of April the last shower 
has fallen. He then gets rid of all the 
weeds in his field, and no more appear. 
until the following spring. Here is an 
advantage equal to half the cost of pro- 
ducing beets. So it is with all our 
crops. We get rid of weeds at an early 
Stage inthe game, and then lay our 
crops by to grow until ready to harvest, 
while we sit and watch them. Wecure. 
our hay, thrash our grain and dry our 
fruit without fear of their being spoiled 
by untimely rains. |

Beet Pulp. 
\Chino Champion. 

Richard Gird now has bis stockyards 
south of town completed, with a capac- 
ity of 1000 head of cattle. The -spur 
track of the Chino Valley Railway will 
soon be finished from the east side of 
the sugar factory, where the beet pulp 
will be loaded on the Cars, to the yards. 
Mr. Gird will feed beet pulp exten- 
sively this fall, and there ig no doubt. 
that the beef turned out will be ot first- 
class quality. Henry T. Oxnard has 
written the following regarding the 
utility of the pulp: | 

Beet pulp is the refusé of the sugar 
beet after the sugar has been extracted 
and is highly prized in Europe as a 
cattle food, so much 80, farm- 
ers are all very anxious to obtain it, 
and the factories there could easily dis- 
pose of twice their output. 

It is considered much better to feed 
the pulp to sheep or cattle for the pro- 
duction of meat than for milk. Horses 
will not eat it. The daily rations of 
beet pulp given to sheep and cattle 
vary, but the amounts generally con- 
sidered most favorable are about five 
pounds per head for sheep and 50 

unds for cattle, mixed with chopped 
ay, Corn-meal or other food. 

The pulp can be easily preserved and 
kept in good feeding condition by stor- 
ing it in trenches or silos dug in the 
ground, and it is advisable when stor- 
ing it in trenches or silos to mix with 
it about one per cent. its weight of 
entering into 
putrefactive termentation. This pulp 
can be fed fresh from the factory or be 
Kept one year when preserved in silos, 
With equaliy good results. Feedin 

pulp to hogs has led to Satisfactory re- 

Experience shows that at first 
it 18 advisable to give the animals five 
per cent. of their live weight per day; 
later this amount should be increased 
to 10 percent. It is in all essen- 
tial to add to the above corn meal, 
dried peas, or some other dried food. 
The result obtained in pork fattening 
in Europe has been most encouraging, 


To Make Hens Lay. , 
If there is anything known that will 
Sturt hens to laying it ig cooked lean 
meat. chopped fine. An ounce daily to 
each ben is sufficient with half an ounce 
of chopped scalded clover and one 
ounce of bran. Something depends on 
the age and, condition of the hen, how- 
ever. In winter corn or wheat may be 
given on cold days. Itis best to allow’ 
soft food but once a day, giving whole 
grain in a manner to compel the hens 
to scratch and work.

The fifth committee went out Tuesday 
afternoon, July 28. It consisted of E. F. C. 
Klokke, E. Bouton, C. M. Wells and the 
secretary. ‘Il’. D. Mott, who was a member 
of this committee, finding himself unable 
to attend, sent acarriage for the members 
touseinthe work. ‘lhe outlying manu- 
facturing districts were visited and seven 
bew members were secured, 

The sixth and last committee went out 
Thursday afternoon, August 11. It con- 
sisted of Andrew Mullen, O, T. Johnson, 
©. W. Parsons, J. H. Book, Judge Haynes 
and the secretary. Fifteen new members 
were received, 

This makes a total of fifty-eight new 
members secured by six committees, con- 
sisting all together of twenty-four gentle- 
men. ‘The larger committees as a rule were 
inost successful, but the variation in the 
number obtained was largely the result of 
the selection of territory. 

Some time was consumed in the adoption 
of amendments to the constitution, 

Un motion it was decided to keep the ex- 
hibit rooms open on the bights of general 
meetings. 

The report of the secretary on finances 
was read as follows: 

THE FINANCES. 

There is now cash enough in the treasury 
or immediately obtainable, to pay most of 
the smaller accounts, leaving the actual in- 
debtedness of the chamber about $850. 
The increase in the income of the chamber 
fiom the dues of the large number of new 
members who joined during the months of 
May and June is just beginning to be felt, 
as no dues are collected until they are three 
months in arrears, From this month 
the income of tke chamber, almost 
for the first time in its existence, 
will be larger than its running expen- 
ses. The margin will not, however, admit 
of paying the debt within a shorter space 
than ten or twelve months, which is hardly 
just to creditors who have already been 
made to wait an unreasonable length of 
time for their money. ‘The debt was incur- 
red when thecbamber was much smaller 
than it is at present, and when its officers, 
confident of its future strength, undertook 
work which its then income did not justify. 

he debt is a perfectly valid one and 
should every dollar of itbe paid. To pay 
it by securing new members isin the opin- 
ion of your secretary not feasible. The 
canvass Which was recentiy made covered 
the greater part of the city. Fifty or 
seventy-five more new members can 
be easily secured within the city, 
but beyond that the work will be slow and 
difficult. Just at present, when times are 
bed and many people are out of town, it 
may be unwise to take any very active 
steps toward clearing up this obligation. 
but it should certainly be made a special 
order of business for the next meeting of 
the chamber, which takes place September 
ll. Several plans have been proposed, 
most of which involve more or less public 
begging, a process which, to whatever ex- 
tent it is induiged, is likely to bring 


the chamber into contempt. The con- 
cern pow very’ solidly on its 
feet, and its income will enable it 


to pay as it goes hereafter, and to 
one in time enlarge its allotted 
work. henever this debt is paid, the 
Chamber of Commerce of Los Angeles will 
attain tothe dignity and honor to which 
the broad sphere of its usefulnesS and the 
high character of its wembership gives it a 
just title.
